Re: Premature Destruction of Best Evidence 


The record in the Cassius McDonald case discloses that a 
.substantial amount of the reansom money paid over in the .Bremer kid¬ 
naping was found by your agents in a bank in Havana, Cuba. 

.This money itself would have .been the best evidence had it 
been available at the trial, it had, however, been destroyed because 
of the apparent failure of the persons concerned to realize that the 
bills themselves were the best evidence to connect McDonald with the 
crime of which he was charged. 1 


The Department has been subjected to much criticism for 
willfully destroying such best evidence. The attorneys and relatives 
of McDonald .contend that since an individual who willfully destroys 
or suppresses the best evidence of a fact will not be permitted to 
introduce secondary evidence thereof, the Government likewise should 
not be permitted to introduce secondary evidence where it has de- 
troyed the best evidence. 



It is true that the courts sustained the conviction of 
McDonald and overruled the objections to t he .admissibility of 
evidence. The fact remains, however, that officers «f the Govern¬ 
ment permitted the destruction of material evidence before the trial 
of an important criminal case in which the same would have been most 
useful* 1 appreciate the necessity of preventing ransom money from 
being returned to circulation, but 1 believe the destruction of such 
money should not take place tin til after it has served its purpose as 
evidence. 


I suggest that instructions should be given your agents that 
in the future ransom money or ether papers or documents shall not be 
destroyed until after the termination of all criminal proceedings in 
which the same may be necessary or proper evidence. I would be 
pleased to get your reactions to this suggestioi^E -j . „

Speolal Agent R. D. Brown located at the federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, 
Oeorgla, Havana, Cuba, Branch, #1065 in #5.00 bills and #S70 in #10.00 
bills, all of whieh were Bremer ransom money* During the latter part of 
January and the first part of February, 1935, Special Agent S, K, McKee 
located at the national City Bank in Havana, Cuba, #8790 in #10 bills. He 
was likewise able to locate #10,000 in #10 bills in the possession of the 
Cuban Treasurer, These monies were then brought to the Matlonal City 
Bank in Havana, which assumed control over them, said monies having 
been reoeived by the Cuban treasurer originally from the Matlonal City 
Bank, 


There is a memorandum in the file which X addressed to you under date of 
May 10, 1995 advising of S telephonic conversation which X had with 
former SAC Alt at Jacksonville, in which Me informed that Agent McKee 
at Havana had advised him, Alt, that approximately #13,000 in Bremer 
ransom money was then being held by the national City Bank la Havana, 

A portion of this memorandum is tasted as follower "He said that while 
this bank cannot hold this money indefinitely, they will, as a natter of 
cooperation, hold it as long as we want them to* McKee said there is a 
rule of the Federal Reserve System which states that if money is taken 
out of circulation, it will cost #1,00 per thousand dollars to send it in 
for mutilation. The bank believes that this #13,00 should be paid by the 
Bureau. X told Mr. Alt to instruct McKee to pay this amount and put in 
a blue slip for it," 


Agent McKee submitted e report dated at Jacksonvllla, Florida, May 23, 
1935, la this caaa, on page 14 of uhloh he eteteet "Mr. Beweon 
(J, F. Beweon, Submenager, Motional City Bank of Mew York) stated that 
the Federal Reserv# Board has a rule to the effect that it cannot exchange 
one kind of currency Tor another without the payment of #1,00 per thousand

*$19,000 in nuoa bills, it was felt that it would be the desire of the 
Bureau to have this money withdrawn from circulation and turned over to 
tiie Federal He serve Board, the same to be forwarded to the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment in Washington for mutilation, in order to avoid needless investigative 
activity which would have/the natural result of the return of this money 
to circulation. Mr. Dawson was of the opinion that this expense was not 
Me which should properly be borne by the bank, and inasmuch as tbe Bureau 
was the one .for whom the mutilation was to bo dono, the Bureau should pay 
tiie expense of the exchange.* 

Agent 'McKee, at the time of conferring with SAC Alt relative to the 
securing of the signed statements, also informed Mr. Alt of ths situation 
relative to the removal of title currency from circulation, and asked to 
be advised as to tie Bureau’s desires in ths matter. TJfcder date of May 10, 
1935, SAC Alt advised that tie Bureau had authorized tie payment of the 
$13.00 to the national City Bank. This payment was wade, the money was 
turned over to tie Federal Beserve Bank at Havana, and B. G. Fraser, 

Manager of tie Fedewil Be serve Bank, advised that tia money would he 
forwarded to Washington for mutilation on May 17, 1935, Agent McKee 
submitted a blue slip datsd at Havana, Cuba, May 13, 1935, in ths sun of 
$13.00, explaining that this money was spent far exchanging Bremer ransom 
money for other money. He states "Authority for payment was received 
from Baroeu by telephone*. 

I have ascertained from Agents McKee, Alt and Brown, who participated in 
tils situation, that it was not discussed with any representative of tie 
Department or United States Attorney’s Office. My present recollection 
of tils incident is vsry vague, but at tie time Z discussed tie natter with 
Mr. Alt end authorised tie payment of tils money to take tie ransom money 
out of eireulatlou, it mas my impression that tia money was merely being 
removed frem circulation and would be transmitted to tie Treasury Depart¬ 
ment for perforation to make impossible Te-cireulation of tie money. 

X was wrong in tils impression, but X did authorize, actually if 
unknowingly, tie primary steps which resulted in tie destruction of this 
money, end X feel that tie reprimand for the destruction of tiie original 
evidence should accrue te me rather than to tie men in tie field, who 
called tie Bureau by telephone for instructions in e situation which was 
outlined and who abided by tie Bureau’s Instructions.

I wanted to oall to your attention tbo situation involving 
Chariot Henry O'Doll, who waa the oubjoot of an investigation on 
the part of Special Agents of the Bureau several year* ago, in 
connection with the preparation of spurious credential cards and 
aotor vehicle licenses. 

If you will refer to the file on this ease, you will note 
that a aeaorandua was prepared by you on May 18, 1935, enclosing 
a aeaorandua in this aatter, which was Bade the subject of a 
Departmental press release dated May 18, 1935 • In the aeaorandua 
and in the press release, a definite statenant was aade that 
O'Dell printed spurious credential cards and autoaoblle drivers 
licenses. This ease was not followed through by the Investigative 
Divisions or by the Washington Field Division, with the consequent 
result that no ooaplaint or indietnent was ever Issued in the 
case* 

Recently O-'Dell was released froa Leavenworth Penitentiary, 
and he is conteaplatlng libel suits against a amber of newspapers 
and newspaper syndicates. Naturally, these newspaper representatives 
have eoaaunloated with the Bureau, since their stories were predicated 
11 -« uptm a Departmental release.

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THE FBI PLEDGE FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 


Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to me, I do 
vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to be an 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty and in private living. I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo¬ 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per¬ 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall-'I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial : bodies either to ’favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce¬ 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my coun¬ 
try, of its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 


a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to .learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as a 
neighbor, I shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, 1 shall always be loyal to my duty, my 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 


of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive to cooper¬ 
ate with and promote cooperation between all regularly constituted law en¬ 
forcement agencies and officers in the performance oL duties' of mutual in¬

X believe it would be well to giro consideration to the 
establishment at some future date of a retraining course in connection with 
the FBI National Police Academy. I believe It would be a year or ?o before 
we should attempt to place this retraining schedule in effect, but believe

MEMORANDUM FOB THE DIRECTOR 


I have observed la connection with several of the 
inspection reports subaitied by Inspectors Indicating that a 
particular case had been delinquent in a field office Por aany 
months and had not been followed up by a Bureau Supervisor that 
In several of these cases the Inspectors failed to point out 
that the delinquent case was never carried on the field office 
administrative report as being delinquent and that the Bureau had 
no record of the case ea being pending in a particular field 
office. For thi3 reason, 1 believe dt would be well for the 
Inspectors, when consenting upon eases of this kind, to check 
the administrative reports in the office being Inspected for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether a particular case was carried as 
delinquent. 

Ihia suggestion is made in view of the fact that the 
Inspectors, in falling to cheek the administrative reports and 
determine that the case was not carried as delinquent, are over¬ 
looking an administrative error in the operation of an office.

While in Des Moines on Saturday, September 17th, I conversed with SAC 
Coulter concerning some^work performed in the New York office this summer 
while Assistant Director / *amm was conducting .his inspection* Coulter stated 
that on one of the hottest days in the entire summer the New York office 
secured some very confidential information :from police department records 
which required immediate photostating and return to the Police Department. 

No Special Agent who understood the operation of the photostating machine 
was available in the New York office, and Mr. Tamm immediately jumped in 
and did : the job himself and also instructed Coulter how to operate the machine. 

' SAC Coulter told me that it was so hot it was almost impossible to breathe 
and he was very much impressed ty an Assistant Director of the Bureau jumping 
in and personally doing the job which under ordinary circumstances should have 
been delegated to a subordinate.

q .Reference is made to the memorandum prepared by Mr. 

Tamm dated January 3, 1939, in which he refers to your memorandum 
of December 28, 1938, concerning his .firearms delinquency. It is 
noted that Mr. Tam-refers to additional qualifying scores 
attained by hitt during the Des Moines Office inspection, which 
scores do not appear in the Bureau's records. An examination 
of the Bureau's files reflects that no entry was Bade for Mr. 

Tam on his individual firearns record card in connection with 
fireams grades submitted by the Des Moines Office in connection 
with the inspection. Apparently, the grades Bade by the Inspectors 
were not recorded by the Res Moines Office on the card submitted 
by that office. However, the Bureau's records have now been 
amended so that Mr. Tam has been given credit for qualifying 
twice in the practical pistol course, once in the .30'06 rifle 
course, and once with the Thompson submachine gun.

For record purposes T desire to advise that .on Wednesday, .February 1st, 
Commander Nixon* of Naval Intelligence, left at my office the attached 
list of Bureau personnel at the Seat of Government holding Reserve 
Officers commissions. Commander Nixon stated that predicated upon 
.inquiries which I had made of him from time to time, he had discussed 
with Admiral Holmes which Bureau employees would be mobilized for active 
duty and which Bureau would be allowed to .remain in the Bureau service 
• or return to the Bureau after mobilization.

Commander Nixon istated that Naval Intelligence had decided that from the 
attached list of names it would be desired that Assistant Director C. A. 
.Tolson end sy self be‘mobilized and assigned to active duty at the office 
i of Naval Intelligence. The Navy Department would waive the services of 

any other persons holding Reserve Commissions as indicated by the attached 
list and wppld defer to Mr. Hoover's judgment as to the personnel which 
he might desire to maintain or retain in the Bureau. 

After discussing this matter with.you I indicated to Commander Nixon that 
* you considered the services of Mr. Tolson andymyself as so essential to

I am attaching hereto an article appearing in today's 
issue of the Washington Post entitled "Over the Coffee". Tou will 
not that in the last two paragraphs of this article it is stated 
that the book entitled "The Red Network" is used by me :in the sourse 
' for new Agents. 

1 am particularly outraged at the fact that in the 
lecture wrok in the Agents' Training School "The lied Network" has 
been recommended for reading. This publication has been many 
•' times discredited and incorporates in it names of persons listed 
as dangerous radicals who could nbt be fairly classed as such. 

The reason ’(day 1 am particularly concerned ahout-' thds 
matter is due to the fact that other books have been recommended in 
training and in the plant protection memorandum which have not been 
the type of books that we should recommend for use. 1 have in mind 
particularly the book by Rowan. It appears to me 'that the officials 
charged with the responsibility of supervising and directing this 
work are not giving it the attention and the supervision which It 
merits. It is not excuse to say that some subordinate supervisor in 
the Bureau is the one who has recommended the use of much books and 
to charge the same to poor Judgment upon the part of that supervisor. 
Taat, of course, -is the fact, but the officials of the Bureau respon¬ 
sible for trainin'' and for investigative work are the ones in the 
final analysis who must bear the responsibility. It appears that 
there has been no check made of the books that have been recommended, 
to be read in the training courses, and consequently, the officials 
responsible for this work have not properly performed their duty. 


I want Mr. Clegg to understand that It is his responsibility 
to see that all lectures are net only .properly delivered, but that 
the contents of all of them are reliable and accurate. 


I want Mr. Tamm to see that matters which emanate from the 
Investigative Division in the way of recommending reading or pro¬ 
cedure are proper, and accurate and reliable.

In his capacity as Assistant Director, he is in active charge of the 
Investigative Division and his removal for induction would cause a 
material loss of effectiveness in the conduct of the national defense 
work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation^ __

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole.civilian Government 
investigative agency, having Jurisdiction over the investigation of natters pertaining to the na¬ 
tional defense, that is, espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of foreign principals and the 
like. Further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative Jurisdiction in a great 
number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slave traf¬ 
fic, the Rational Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and numerous others. The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has also been designated, by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an Act of Congress these statis¬ 
tics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police and affiliated agencies each 
quarter so that trends of crime, crime records,, and crime control can be known to those to whom it 
is of most interest. Further than this, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as 
the agency having Jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records, not 
only on a national basis, but on an international basis. TTe have seme forty-six million sets of 
fingerprints on hand today. We are receiving the fingerprint records of all persons enlisted or 
being .inducted into the Army and enlisted in other military services. Thousands of persons in pub¬ 
lic utility positions are fingerprinted and the prints are retained in our files. Those working 
in national defense industries on many occasions are ■*fingerprinted, their prints being included in 
our files. Our Government employees' prints are included* We are receiving thousands of criminal 
fingerprints from all police agencies in the country daily and it is essential that we immediately 
be able to notify the arresting agency of the criminal record of the individual because he. may be 
wanted for more serious crimes in other sections .of the country and : if he is to be released on a 
mere vagrancy or other charge, he may be se€ free*to continue his depredations on society. This 
Bureau, together with many other foreign countries, participates in the international exchange of 
fingerprints. Hundreds of international crooks .are brought to task yearly through the media of 
this.service.we have rendered. 

Our Criminology laboratory handles the scientific examination of evidence in cases inves¬ 
tigated* by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A great deal of their work is done in 
the examination of suspected sabotage cases at the present time. The scientists in that Laboratory 
have lectured throughout the country on bombs and explosives so that local police agencies may be 
adequately prepared to handle any such matters which might arise under their Jurisdiction. 

There are contained in our Files Section the files*of hundreds of thousands of individuals 
whose activities are of the greatest importance to the country today. The work of the Files Section 
and the records of that section which have to do not only with the investigation of kidnaping, ex¬ 
tortion, bank robbery, and like cases but also the investigation of our espionage, sabotage, foreign 
agent cases, and others, are of course accessible to employees working in that unit. It is most 
essential that only the most trusted employees be so assigned. 

B. 5. 

The work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation „is of the utmost importance in the national 
defense. It is essential that thoroughly qualified personnel of the highest integrity and‘background 
be secured for every position in the Bureau. Our work is the guarding of the internal security of 
the country, not only in national defense matters, but in the control of those criminals who previ¬ 
ously had terrorised the country in waves of bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slavery, auto¬ 
mobile theft, and numerous other crimes. There is no doubt whatsoever in the minds of law enforce¬ 
ment officials that should any group be permitted to have the assurance that their activities were 
being minimized during the present .national emergency, we would have a'tremendous country-wide wave 
of crime in that particular category in a very short period of time. It is, therefore, essential 
that from a national defense standpoint and from a public security standpoint the Bureau maintain 
its qualified staff at an absolute maximum in order to continue to have control of the criminal ele¬ 
ment under its Jurisdiction.

^ThS ^edejral Bureau of Investigation is primarily a service agency* We serve our 
Goverment asset* the public. We cannot determine the amount of work which is going to be referred 
to us. . If there is a-crime wave of local or national significance at any time, the work of the 
Bureau is increased in comparison. Our identification, laboratory, and crime.statistics facili¬ 
ties reflect very definitely the trends in the country. We must have available personnel to 
properly handle the thousands of fingerprint records being received by us daily. We are at the 
present time receiving approximately one hundred and twenty thousand sets of prints daily. We 
must have a scientific staff in the laboratory to examine scientific evidence. We must have an 
investigative force of sufficient size to handle the work being referred to us. We must have a 
technical and supervisory staff of sufficient size to render the service to our investigative. 
Identification, laboratory, and statistical staffs so that we may have the benefit of the wealth 
of information in our various files. The work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation has increased 
so tremendously that every employee in the Bureau, regardless of his position, is performing a 
tremendous amount of .overtime , service. Our Special Agent .investigators are performing no less 
than four hours a day overtime service. In the present emergency we have found it necessary to 
curtail leave because of .inadequate .personnel and many of our men have worked over long periods of 
time without having any time off for vacation. 

D. 1. 


The additional duties imposed upon the Bureau since the declaration of the national emer¬ 
gency have made it necessary that our staff be more than doubled. Frcca the information furnished 
under sub-heading B, it will be seen that it is essential to carefully investigate every employee 
in the Bureau. All of our employees in the performance of their work at one time or the other have 
opportunity to observe and note the content of confidential investigative reports, the publication 
of which would be most detrimental to the national safety. We have had considerable difficulty in 
securing sufficient employees. We find that out of applicants who file application, we are suc¬ 
cessful in appointing about one out of every one hundred. -It, therefore, means that if we lose 
an employee after he is fully investigated and is being given training or has been experienced, we 
must again consider on an average, one hundred persons before he can be replaced. In the accelerated 
program of the Government it is essential that the .Federal Bureau of Investigation work at top 
speed to keep abreast of its duties and investigation of matters pertaining to national defense, 
its regular activities, and its most important and essential identification activities at this time. 

D. 5* 


At the present time the Federal Bureau of Investigation is employing additional qualified 
persons as rapidly as they can.be-found. The assembled Congress has in the past several months 
passed several bills which will increase even to • a greater extent our present volume of work. The 
needs of the service as to employees fluctuate with the periods of stress in the country. 


•D« 6. a. 


Special Agents of the Federal' Bureau of-Investigation are given twelve weeks of training 
which embraces five hundred and thirty-five hours of study. During that period of time they are 
trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures but are qualified in the handling of 
firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices’ln use by the Bureau. After entering the 
-field service after training, their skill, of course, increases with their length of service in 
the field.

The federal Bureaurbf Investigation has been designated as the sole civilian 
government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investigation of matters 
pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of 
foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, and further, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdiction in a great number of other Fed¬ 
eral statutes which embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic. 
National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and numerous others. This Bureau has also been des¬ 
ignated by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and dissem¬ 
ination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an act of Congress these- 
statistics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police and af¬ 
filiated agencies every six months so 'that trends in crime, crime records, and crime 
control can be knovm to those to whom It is of most interest. Further than this, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated 3S the agency having jurisdiction 
over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records not only on a national 
basis but on an international basis. The greatest depository of fingerprint records 
in the world is maintained by the Federal Bureau of Investigation in Washington, D. C. 
We have over sixty-one million sets of fingerprints on hand today and are receiving 
fingerprint records at a rate of approximately 115,000 each day. The military and 
naval authorities have Issued orders that all employees of manufacturing plants oper¬ 
ating under contracts with the War Department or Navy Department must be fingerprinted 
and their fingerprints sent to the Federal Bureau of Investigation for -search against 
our existing files. Obviously the purpose of such an order is to ascertain the crim¬ 
inal background, if any, of persons who are occupying positions where they have access 
to confidential information and to eliminate from such positions those persons -whose 
records Indicate that their interests are-not those of our government. 

’Ye are also receiving fingerprint records of all persons enlisting or being 
inducted into the army and other military and naval services. All employees of the 
Federal government are fingerprinted and their fingerprints searched through our files 
for prior criminal records’, again for the purpose of guarding against the employment 
of persons in the Federal government whose backgrounds indicate that they might not 
function to the best interests of our government. Y/e are receiving thousands of crim¬ 
inal fingerprints from all police agencies throughout the country and It is essential 
that these fingerprints be handled oronntly and the contributing agency advised of any 
prior record so that justice may be intelligently administered. !y means of this pro¬ 
cedure the Federal Bureau of Investigation is able to identify thousands of fugitives 
from justice each year who otherwise night not be identified by local police agencies 
who do not have the benefit of prior crininal records as reflected on fingerprint cards 
which were made at the tine of some previous arrest. Many such persons are wanted for 
a previous criminal act by some other lav/ enforcement agency and 1 are presently attempt¬ 
ing to disguise their true identity through assuming a fictitious name. This ruse on 
their part is penetrated through the science of fingerprinting .and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is enabled to advise the Interested local lav/ enforcement agency of 
the true identity of the Individual and he can be held for appropriate prosecutive ac¬ 
tion, whereas if not identified, he quite possibly would have been released to con¬ 
tinue his depredations against society. 

Our criminological laboratory handles the scientific examination of evi¬ 
dence in cases Investigated by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A 
very high percentage of the work presently being performed by the -Technical Labora¬ 
tory is'in connection with the national war effort. Evidence collected in suspected 
sabotage cases is examined by the scientists in our laboratory who are qualified to 
handle"examinations of almost any technical nature. The personnel In the Technical 
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Laboratory have been trained through education and experience to handle such subjects 
as analytical chemistry, qualitative and quantitative analysis, ballistics tests, mi- 
croanalysis examinations, spectrographic examinations, cryptograph and cryptanalysis 
work, and many other highly technical examinations. 

The Files Section of the Federal Bureau of Investigation contains files on 
hundreds of thousands of individuals whose activities are of the greatest importance 
to the country today. It is highly important that we maintain in the Files Section 
a nucleus of experienced personnel so that the information contained therein can be 
made readily available to the supervisory personnel of this Bureau and also be made 
available to other governmental agencies such as the State Department, Military In¬ 
telligence Division, Office of Naval Intelligence, and the Ianigration and Naturali¬ 
sation service. It is most essential that only the most trusted employees be as¬ 
signed to this work because of the highly confidential material that is contained in 
our files. 


All of the functions of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are so closely 
inter-related that it is essential that qualified and experienced personnel be avail¬ 
able not only to perform their own work but to train new employees. The Congress of 
the United States has passed several bills within the past year approving an increase 
in the personnel. When it is considered that the work of this Bureau is highly con¬ 
fidential it can be appreciated that the selection of personnel must be made with 
great care. It has been our experience that only one employee is obtained from every 
one hundred persons who have applied. It is necessary that each employee be investi¬ 
gated thoroughly so that there will be no possibility of having a person in our serv¬ 
ice iho is not loyal to the, United States. We have found that it is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to secure qualified persons for almost any of the positions that are available. 

At the present time we have approximately 1,500 employees less than the number that 
has been authorized by Congress. Every effort is being made to obtain these addi¬ 
tional employees as they are badly needed in order for us to properly carry on the 
work that has been assigned to us. We are endeavoring to obtain these additional per¬ 
sons without interfering in any way with the administration of the Selective Training 
and Service Act. In all positions where possible we are utilizing the services of 
female employees. With the exception of Special Agents' and Laboratory Scientists' 
positions, no appointment of male employees who may be eligible for military service 
are being made. It is absolutely necessary, however, that our experienced personnel 
be maintained so that the new personnel can be adequately supervised and trained. 

All employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have been working at 
top speed to keep abreast of our duties. The regular work week has been extended to 
48 hours, and it has been our experience in the past that an additional amount of 
overtime will be voluntarily performed by the employees of this Bureau in an effort 
to properly and expeditiously handle the tremendous volume of important work being 
referred to us in connection with the war effort. Obviously very little considera¬ 
tion can be given to replacing an experienced employee until such time as we are .able 
to build up our present staff to the number authorized and needed. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are given twelve 
weeks of training which embraces 535 hours of study. During that period of time they 
are trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures, but are qualified 
in the handling of firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use by the 
Bureau. After entering the Field service which follows their training period, their 
skill, of course, increases with their length of service in the Field. It would 




obviously, therefore, be inpossible to adequately replace an experienced Special 
Agent until the replacement had been in the service an equal length of time. 

The science of the classification of fingerprints is one of the most 
exacting in the world today. Employees in law enforcement organisations handling 
fingerprint activities are of a profession which demands the utmost skill and 
honesty in the practice of that profession. In the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
we train Fingerprint Technicians through classroom and practical study for a period 
of approximately six months. At the end of that time those employees are qualified 
to examine sets of fingerprints and to identify like sets. This science cannot be 
taught overnight and the loss of a fingerprint man at any stage of his training or 
employment is a severe blow to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time 
when we are receiving thousands of sets of prints from all of the coordinated activ¬ 
ities of the Government and from local law enforcement agencies. 

The Laboratory Scientists of the Federal Bureau, of Investigation, all 
graduate scientists, are thoroughly schooled in the science of criminology and today 
are performing duties pertaining to the successful war effort one hundred percent 
of their time. Their training in this field, embracing all sciences of laboratory 
examination which includes cryptography, chemistry, ballistics, geology, serology, 
and many others, has been invaluable in the solving of espionage, sabotage, and 
other subversive activities. It is essential that these scientists many times per¬ 
form .their scientific work in the field under such conditions that they could not 
be replaced with employees not possessing their physical attributes. 

Bureau employees in positions aforementioned and for whom deferments are 
requested possess technical and scientific skills which renders them irreplaceable 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time.

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SPECIAL AGENTS 


This position has teen designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, whito slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates-of a university with extensive investigative experience,' or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement ..experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, speciography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision,of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m.’to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead.a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Invest!-, 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Burejau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 




Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical prbcesses, such as those neces¬ 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveil¬ 
lance’s of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit 
in an undercover, capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in,1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agents that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States Army, 
and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out 
in his Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal' of trained personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most crit¬ 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
cannot continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today. Up to the present time the full com¬ 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary additional Special Agent personnel. 

I, J. Edgar Hoover,,do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that the foregoing statements are true 
to the best of my knowledge and belief.

SPECIAL AGENTS 


■> ; 


This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior -law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
oust have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend -training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.o. to 9:00 p.n. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 







Traffic*ActJ «tc.. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical processes, such as those necessary 
for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers upon 
firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveillances 
of subject* of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many months, ^ 
and when necessary, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit in an 
undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as foreign 
agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The aiduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval leaders. The 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, requested Special 
Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit their resignations from 
reserve^ commissions held by them in the naval services because it had been determined 
that those Special Agents could better serve their country in their present assignments 
than if they were to be called Into active naval service. The Secretary of War, in 
1942, addressed personal communications to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation who at that time held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of 
War at that time advised the Special Agents that their employment in the ,FBI is of such 
vital importance to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their , 
posts of duty despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States 
Army, and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out in his 
Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent position of the 
FBI were most important and essential to the national health, safety, and interests, 

and that the national defense functions of the FBI should not be impaired by the 

removal of trained personnel from critical positions in the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most critical 
of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed upon us 
due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff be available 
for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation cannot continue 
to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort would most certainly 
be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical to the best interests of 
the country today. 

I, J. Edgar Hoover, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director of 

the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that the foregoing statements are true to the 

best of my knowledge and belief.

Appropriate in¬ 
structions will then be issued to the Chief Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated 
beneficiary the sum of $10,000.

►Appeal-Procedure- 


Any person entitled to do $o may take an appeal to the board of appeal within 10 days after the above date 
of mailing of Notice of Classification to registrant in either of the following ways: 

(1) By filing with the local board a written notice of appeal. Such notice need not be in any particular form 

but must state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 
show the right of appeal. 

(2) By signing the “Appeal to Board of Appeal” on the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40) * 

When an appeal is taken from the classification or reclassification of a registrant and when such appeal is 
upon the ground that the registrant should have been deferred by reason of his occupation, the appeal shall be 
transferred to the board of appeal having jurisdiction over the area in which the registrant is employed, provided 
all of the following conditions are met (but not otherwise):

1 have just read the attached memoranda of Mr, Rosen dated 
September 19 and of Mr, Glavin of the -same date concerning the mis¬ 
handling of the subpoena In 'the JAMES 1, IAUGHUN matter, This situa¬ 
tion is becoming more confused and I have not as yet received .all the 
•information 1 desire. 

It is to be noted that the Assistant Director to whose division 
this case was assigned, Mr, Rosen, never had any knowledge that Mr. 
Callahan was to represent the Bureau in this matter in Baltimore. 

It is further to be noted that apparently the original steps 
taken In this matter were all handled at a lower 3e vel of responsibility 
in the Bureau than they should have been, That is to say, Mr. Tamm 
informed Mr, Callahan that someone from the Administrative Division was 
to appear in Baltimore in this matter and that whoever this reprenta- 
tlve was should see a subordinate supervisor in the Investigative Divi¬ 
sion. Mr., Callahan contacted Mr, Glavin, who designated Mr, tee. Mr. 
lee saw the subordinate supervisor in the Investigative Division and then 
proceeded to [Baltimore to handle the matter 1 . . Jir* Lee was later sup¬ 
planted by Mr. Callahan without any .consulatloh with the Assistant 
Director in Charge of the Investigative Division or with the Director's 
.Office. .The conferences held with the Judge were carried on by the 
Special Agent in Charge of the Richmond, Virginia, Division and by no 
one familiar with the case. It is to be further noted that at one time 
was the matter cleared with the Assistant Attorney 'General In charge of 
the Criminal Division, as the Department circular provides, but the mat¬ 
ter was discussed with Judge Holtzoff purely for advice.

Nowhere in the memoranda which I have received in this matter 
to date is there any explanation from Mr. Callahan as to wfyr he testified 
as [he did. [Notwithstanding the indifferent manner in which this case 
was handled by the responsible officials in the Bureau, it does appear 
that Supervisor Carroll did appropriately advise [Mr. Callahan and M r. 
f I/3e of what they were to do and it is to be noted -from Mr. "GLavin's 
memorandum that Mr. Callahan understood the grounds upon which he should,' 
refuse to present the records - namely, because of their confidential

nature and the Departmental regulation. This he did not do according 
to the transcript of his testimony, and ,1 want an explanation of 
why he failed to comply with the Bureau instructions in this matter. 

As I have previously'indicated, 1 want matters of this kind 
in the future to be, .handled by the Assistant Director in charge of the 
division from which the case arises and any assistance or information 
that is to be obtained from any other division shall be taken ujp by the 
•Assistant Director of the division from which the case arises with the 
Assistant Director of the other division or divisions. Further, I want 
all such matters to be cleared with the Assistant Attorney General of 
the proper Departmental division for Instructions as to exactly what 
we shall or shall not produce .and what we shall or shall not say, ( 
and then I want the Assistant Director from which division the case 
arises personally to appear upon behalf of the Bureau and testify in ac- 
oordance with Departmental instructions. If there are to be any 
deviations -from 1 this procedure, approval is-to be obtained specifically 
from me. 

’ 1 cannot express too strongly my displeasure .at the manner .in 
which this situation ,hais been handled by Mr. .Tamm, Mr.. Kosen, and Mr. 
Glavin. .They were the ones directly responsible for the proper han¬ 
dling of this matter and -it should not have been delegated to subordinates 
down the line, certainly .not without first consulting with me. The 
result has been some of the most unfavorable publicity which this Bureau 
has received, which publicity has been carried by the press associations 
to all parts of the country* if we can 3udge from the clippings we are 
now receiving. It all could have been avoided if proper attention 
had been given by the proper officials of 'the Bureau to this natter.

attitude towards him because of his resignation, you are advised that this statement - 
is completely and entirely untrue. By reference to my diary and Danner’s personnel 
T havp verified the fact thattb e last time I_saw Geor£>e.Smathers was on 
Novembe r 7, 1945^ when he called at my office to advise, as a result of a conierence 
with The Attorney General, that he was going to try the case in Miami involving 
the acceptance of bribes by one John Henry Colt. Danner’s telephone call to me 
in which he requested the transfer, from Miami is dated Novemb er 19th , and'you 
will recall that it was as a result of this request of Danner’s that you transferred 
hixft to Atlanta and that, subsequently, he became dissatisfied and resigned on 
January 24, 1946. The significant point about these dates is that the last time I 
saw Smothers was appr oximately tw o wee ks prio r to the time that Danner telephoned 
I from Miami and requested a transfer out of Miami, which request began a series 
j of events culminating in his resignation. 

.George Smathers has called at my office on two or three occasions 
in the,past year but I have either been out of the office, had someone with me or 
otherwise h ave not seen Smathers . The last time he called at my office, according 
to the office records, was on November 14, 1946, but I did not see him on that 
occasion. Frankly, knowing of your feeling about Smathers I have carefully avoided 
him.

I have no alibi to offer concerning the admittedly 
unsatisfacofcy nature of -the memorandum sent to you on the night 
of December 17, 1945, relating to the Bernard Theodore Staub case in 
Philadelphia. 1 was anxious to get the basic facts in this .situation 
to you and you instructed on the afternoon of December 17th that a 
memorandum be forwarded to you air mail, special delivery, that 
evening* Gne fundamental boner had been pulled in this situation 
when Mr* Pennington authorised the Philadelphia office to permit 
Agent Kopriva to depart from Philadelphia to return to his headquarters 
Buffalo, New -York, making it impossible for us to reach him for a 
period of some eighteen or twenty hours* Thereafter, we were unable 
to get the facts from Philadelphia because no one in the office knew 
them and had to .await Kopriva 1 s arrival in Buffalo, where he was 
instructed to and did prepare a detailed statement totalling some twenty 
•pages, which was forwarded air mail, special delivery to the Bureau, 

In the meanwhile, the blizzard had started, the mail did not come 
through, and efforts to get a statement over the telephone were handi¬ 
capped by grossly unsatisfactory connections and three broken off calls 
-due to the storm. As a consequence, the material available on Monday 
evening was admittedly unstisfactory mmUSXXMl 
gXIXKX but it was submitted to you in an effort to give you a basio 
picture while we continued our efforts to get a detailed memorandum of 
the facts.

Nichols* office and he advised that the<draft of the press-release would beready in 
a few minutes. There were at this time two memoranda on my desk, 'which I read, 
and initialed. One related to a telephone call from Mr. Hallford, setting forth the 
substance of the complaint and the second, I believe, was a memorandum which Mr. 

Ladd refers to in his memorandum, which is-also-attached, in which'Colonel Banks 
expressed concern about the disclosure of the photographs at a public trial. It did 
not seem tome that the problem of disclosure would be an insurmountable difficulty 
* since Lthought it-would be possible to arrange for a court impounding.of-the photographs 
after they had been displayed to the jury and-ddfense counsel,.etc. I accordingly 
sent this memorandum-back to Mr.-Ladd with a’’see me** in order that this could be 
worked-out with .the '.United States-Attorney.

Whether 
it became ,attached*to something else, and was sent out of the office inadvertently is 
problematical, it being,noted that'none of tlie.;personnel of my.office-had ever-seen the 
memorandum prior to the>time : that we discovered its existence after-General Groves 
had protested about the wording of our press .release. ^ 

I have instructed Mr. Ladd to make certain that all items of 
vimportance are furnished orally and confirmed by memorandum. 'In addition, I have 
instructed JMr. Ladd to prepare memoranda-addressed to you only on those occasions 
when there is some specific reason why.memoranda should be so addressed. If the 
memorandum in question had been addressed by Mr. Ladd to me, even though it had left 
my office inadvertently, it would have come back possibly in time to avoid this situation.

When the attached memorandum dated February 11, 1947, was received 
in my office I assumed from the check mark that you had personally seen it. 

I regret if this assumption was erroneous. 

When the letter to the Field instructing the initiation of this 
investigation was received in my office 1 returned it to the supervisor 
with the instruction that Mr. Wendell Berge be described by name since the 
initial instructions merely stated that the appropriate persons contacted 
should be advised that the investigation was being requested "by the Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the Antitrust Division." 

In accord with your instructions of many months ago, 1 have en¬ 
deavored to always use Mr. Berge’s name in instructions of this kind and 
accordingly the letter was s6 -wofded as you will observe from the attached 
yellow of the letter actually sent to the Field T>fglee that the agents were 
instructed 1 to advise the appropriate^ ibllA^s cflwfcted that the inquiry was 
being made at the specific request Tr.

TAMM would be able to hold his place in any company* He stated that 
as a practicing attorney he would welcome Mr. TAMM'S serving on the bench. 

He stated he considered Mr. TAMM to be exceptionally well qualified for such 
a position.

He stated that he was particularly impressed 
with the keen, tzlgger-like mind Mr. TAMM possesses and Mr. TAMM has a logical 
and analltical approach to all problems arising under his jurisdiction. He 
stated Mr. TAMM has an excellent character and is extremely honest, tie in¬ 
formed that Mr. TAVW had a very fine cultural background and expressed the 
opinion that Mr, TAMM would live up to the highest traditions of the judiciary, 
tie added he considered Mr. TAMM to be well qualified for a position of District 
Judge and recommended hist highly for that position. 

Justice HENRY A. SCKSFEINHAUT, Associate Justice of the United States 
District Court for the District of Columbia, advised that he served as of¬ 
ficial of the Department of Justice for nine years and during that period 
of time was in constant contact with Mr, TAMM.

Justice ROBERT H» JACKSON, Justice, United States Supreme Court, 
advised that during the period of time he served as Attorney General of the 
united States he iiad many business contacts with Mr. TAMM during which con¬ 
tacts Mr. TAMM represented the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Justice 
JACKSON stated he considered Mr, TAMM to have great executive ability and 
to be of excellent character. lie further informed that Mr. TAMM has a keen 
and impartial mind and it was Justice JACKSON'S opinion that Mr, laMM is 
qualified for the position of Judge in the District Court, Justice JaCKSCN 
stated he had heard some criticism of the nomination of Mr, TAMM because 
Mr, TAMM is a government man .and might be inclined to favor the government 
in litigation while serving on the bench. Justice JACKSON stated hi* experi¬ 
ence led him to believe that many times former government me n are critical 
of the government while serving on the bench, and he expressed the opinion 
that Mr. TAMI has a very impartial mind and would not favor the government 
in litigation. 


Justice FRANK AURHfY, Justice, United States Supreme Court, advised 
that during the period of time he served as Attorney General of the united 
States he had many official contacts with Mr. TAMM. He informed that during 
those contacts he had observed that Mr. TAMM was of sterling character, 
trustworthy, honest, dependable, and a family man. Justice MURPHY stated 
that many times it is more important for a Judge to be of outs tending charac¬ 
ter than for him* to possess years of experience in legal matters. He informed 
Potest weaknesses of men being considered for Judicial appointments are 
that they have many strong political ties and associate with questionable 
people. Justice MURPHY stated Mr. TAMM is free from this criticism and he 
was certain Mr. TAMM is the type person who would choose friends cautiously. 

He Informed that he considered Mr. TAMM to possess a keen mind axxi to be 
qualified for the position of District Judge. Justice MURPHY stated that he 
was extremely careful in selecting persons to be presented to the President 
for nomination to Judicial appointments when serving as Attorney General, 
and he Is of the opinion that the choice of Mr. TAMM by the Prealdent is an 
excellent,selection. 
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During the course of the investigation! it was determined that 
Mr. liGtiiE OUTINGS is presently residing at the Brazilian Court Hotel, 
Palm Peach, Florida, and that Mr. DOUGLAS W. MG OREGOR was residing in 
Houston, Texas. In accordance with Bureau instructions, leads were not 
set forth to have these men Interviewed.
